That in all cases where the affidavits
authorized by the provisions of sections sixty and sixty-
one, of chapter eighty-four of the compiled statutes,
have been heretofore filed, or shall be hereafter filed as
therein provided, within six month's after this act shall
become a law, such affidavits or duly certified copies
thereof shall be received in evidence in the same man-
ner and with the same effect as if the same had been
filed within the tune in said sections specified.
